WASHINGTON, D.C. William 
Scranton, former Governor of 
Pennsylvania, apparently will suc- 
eeed Patrick Moynihan as US. 
Ambassador to the United Nations. 
President Ford met with Scranton 
at the White House on Monday 
and offered him the post. 

Scranton first made his mark in 
the history of Israel-Arab relations 
when, at the end of a mission in 
the Middie East in 1968, he called 
for a more “even-handed” Amer- 
ican policy towards Israel and the 
Arab countries. He was the first 
to use this term and was attacked 
for it by Jewish elements in the 
United States. 

Scranton had been sent to the 
Middle East by Nixon on the eve 
of the presidential elections, with 
the task of keeping the candidate 
informed of the situation there and 
suggesting ἃ future Middle East 
programme. 

Just prior to the trip, Scranton 
had failed in his own bid for the 
presidential nomination. 

Scranton, aged 58, also main- 
tains ties with many groups out- 
side of the Republican Party. He 
has been numbered among the 
President’s close friends ever since 
serving with him in Congress, and 
in the past year has taken part in 
many informal consultations at the 
White ‘House. 

The main difference between him 
and Moynihan is that Scranton is 
Not a fighter who will stand up 
for his own opinions. If his ap- 
polntment is approved, he 1s likely 
to accept State Department direc- 
tives without complaint. 

Scranton, who served as special 
agsistant to Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles from 1959 to 
1961, had amassed quite a bit of 
wealth since completing his term 
as Governor in 1967.

U.S. moves to crack down

WASHINGTON. — President 
Ford has condemned the payment 
of bribes overseas by U.S. firms 
and has be; 8 review of ways 
to punish them, possibly includ- 
ing the loss of Federal contracts. 

Leckheed Aircraft Corporation's 
bribery revelations have caused poli- 
tical crises in Japan and the Nether- 
lands and have led the Ford Ad- 
ministration to shift from playing 
down corporate scandals to pl 
full investigation and punishment. 

Lockheed is America’s top de- 
fence contractor but is not alone 
among those allegedly making 
foreign payoffs. Of the main 20 
defence contractors, 10 have been 
convicted or charged with, or δὰ- 
mitted making questionable overseas 
payments.

Also on their way to Guatemala 

are two of the Israel-made Arava 
planes which were recently pur- 
chased by Guatemala. IAI spokes- 
man Elkana Gali said yesterday 
that the two planes — especially 
suitable for the job because of their 
short-takeoff-and-landirg ability — 
are carrying medical supplies for 
earthquake victims, 
} In a private humanitarian initia- 
tive. peace crusader Abie Nathan 
announced he will fy to New York 
today to buy about £10,000 worth of 
relief supplies for Guatemala, 

He said the money came from ad- 
vertising revenues of the Voice of 
Peace radio station, operating from 
his ship. Tt had been designated by 
the ship for hospitals each month 
recently. but Guatemala refugees 
ποῖ need it more, he said. Nathan 
added he would establish a relief 
camp in Guatemala. to which con- 
tributions would be welcomed. 

One substantial contribution for 
the earthauake victims was made by 
the Regienai Council Sha‘ar Hane- 
gev, when it announced it was send- 
ing 20,000 packages of instant 
mashed potatoes to the victims. 


A benefit concert for the quake 
victims will be held at the Jerusa- 
lem Theatre next Wednesday, Juan 
Pablo Izquierdo, presently guest con- 
ductor of the Jerusalem: Symphony 
Orchestra, will conduct a Mozart and 
Tchaikovsky concert. 

The concert will be held under 
the patronage of President Ephraim 
Katzir. There will be no admission 
charge but contributions will be ac- 
cepted at the main entrance of the 
theatre. Newspapers, Including The 
Jerusalem Post, will print advertise- 
ments on the concert free of charge.

Granit tolt the press that the 
approach roads to the new central 


bus terminal at Kiker Levinsky 
would be completed before the 
terminal is ready for operation. He 
stressed that the only work being 
Carried on at present in connection 
to the terminal is the construction 
of the approaches. 

Terminal construction has been 
at a standstill for the past few 
months, ever since one of the part. 
ners — Solel Boneh, which has a 
15 per cent share in the terminal 
— pulled out its men and equip- 
ment. Solel Boneh took this step 
when its partmers ‘(the Pilz concern 
and Egged) failed to grant it the 
financial guarantees it demanded. 

The terminal was scheduled tobe 
completed by the end of 1976. Now 
it ig doubtful that the work could 
be finished ‘by mid-1977, even if it 
were immediately resumed.

son of neglectful parents 


The Supreme Court yesterday up- 
held a lower court's decision to 
allow a child whose parents had 
severely neglected him to be put up 
for adoption — against the will of 
the natural parents, 

The court turned down the ap- 
peal of a Kiryat Malachi couple 
against an earlier decision of the Je- 
rusalem District to allow their 
youngest son to be put up for 
adoption by the WIZO Baby Home 
in the Capital, where the boy had 
lived from the age of eight months 
until he was six years old. 

the first elght months of 
his life, the boy — youngest of six 
children -- was hospitalized five 
‘times because of malnutrition and 
general neglect. Doctors dealing 
with his case referred him to the 
‘WIZO Home in Jerusalem, 
with the mother’s consent. 

There he made a full physical 
recovery, but his emotional condi- 
tion caused concern. It was felt 
that he needed affection, and ar- 
rangements were made to place him 
with adoptive parents. The adoption 
took place at the beginning of 1973, 
and the child, then six years old, 
made rapid progress. 

The uadtural parents, while re- 
fusing to have the child live with 
them at home, tock legal steps to 


prevent the adoption. The Jerusalem 
District Court turned down their 
application. 

It was this ruling that the Sup- 
reme Court upheld yesterday when 
it rejected the parents’ appeal. Thus 
the child stays with his adoptive 
parents. 

It emerged at the hearing that 
the child's natural father drinks 
heavily and is seldom at home. The 
mother is severely maladjusted. The 
other children of the marriage 
have also come under the scrunity 
and care of social workers. But when 
a juvenile court agreed to local 
welfare workers’ requests that two 
of the children be removed from the 
mother, “political pressure” pre- 
vented the decision from being im- 
plemented. 

On’‘one occasion all the children 
were hospitalized after eating rat 
poison and a few deys later three 
of them were readmitted after 
swallowing another poison. Once, 
when the eldest son, aged 10 at 
for

Pro-PLO protest over Temple Mount 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Close to 800 ‘East Jerusalem 
youths demonstrated in the alleys 
of the Oki City yesterday when 
Moslem Wakf (religious trust) of- 
ficials refused to let them onto the 
Temple Mount. Twenty-two were 
arrested in clashes with police. 

The youths were protesting a Ma- 
gistrate’s Court ruling lest month 
that Jews had the right to pray on 
the Temple Mount. 

Youths from four schools, includ- 
ing one from Silwan, were involved 
in yesterday’s demonstration, the 
fourth since Saturday. When they 
were refused entry to the Temple 
Mount at 8.30, they began running 
through the walled city calling on 
Arab store-owners to close their 
shops. Those who declined were 
stoned, police said. 

Almost all shops did close, but 
they opened later in the day. A 
Jewish-owned book store at the 
edge of the Moslem Quarter was 
also stoned, but there was no re- 
port of damage. 

Two policemen were slightly in- 
jured in clashes with the demon- 
strators, 

The demonstration ended at 12.30 
Pm. when 50 of the youths were 
permitted by the Wakf to enter 
the Temple Mount for noom prayers. 

Of the 22 arrested yesterday, six 
were released after questioning — 


five girls and a 13-year-old boy. 
The remainder, suspected of incite- 
ment or physical violence, are boys 
ranging in age from 14 to 18. 

Thirty-six youths were arrested 
in earlier demonstrations.

home-making — I am, very much 90. 
Stil! — it does something to 
women...” 

Murmurs from Israeli women 
reporters about “attempts to change 
the image of the women's pages." (If 
it comes to that — do the sports 
Pages, 50 hotly followed by the keen, 
analytical male, indicate a higher 
level of being?) Ora Namir: “'T 
believe that women should marry, 
should have children, should be 
women. But society must help 
them." 

Womeh must be in political life asa 
pressure group for such practical 
programmes as day nurseries, and 
help to mothers with large families 


and small budgets. These are. of 
course, neither dramatic nor gen- 
sational attractions for the media; 
still, the visiting journalists were 
clearly impressed by the statistics 
Mrs. Namir had at her fingertips — 
92% of the country’s day nurseries 
are run by women's organizations; 
some 10,000 “‘deprived" mothers en- 
joyed day camps this summer, again 
through ἃ programme developed by 
women’s organizations. 

The difficulties here, said Mrs. 
Nanmir, are basically not legislative: 
“Our laws are probably more ad- 
vanced than those of the United 
States or the United Kingdom, and 
perhaps not far from those of Scan- 
dinavia."" Rather, the problems 
seemed to be of attitude, and of prac- 
tical ways of encouraging women 
into the mainstream of life. “But 
then, even in Sweden there is 2 shor- 
tage of day nurseries, with places 
often available only for unwed 
mothers.” 

Swedish journalist: “T!

ECONOMICS of HIGHER EDUCATION 
One national campus

“I know the various Senates are 
worried that by dismissing young 
teachers now they may be stultifying 
their growth in ten or fifteen 
years’ time. Obviously they have 
to maintain a certain Percentage af 
their staff as well as engage top 
teachers, even if only a handful. The 
others, who are redundant. will 
Probably do good work in teachers’ 
training colleges and high schools 
where they are needed. 

“It should be possible to save 
money on the administrative side. 
Statistics show that Israel's univer- 
sities have a higher ratio of ad- 
ministrative staff to teaching staff 
than in other countries. Around the 


world you find 11 administrative 
employees to every 10 teaching 
employees. In Israel it's 13 to 10 — 
which shows there's something 
wrong.” 

Katz praises the efforts of the Coun- 
cil for Higher Education to imple- 
ment economic reform: By setting 
the universities’ overall budgets, 
demanding detailed financial 
reports, prohibiting the universities 


from increasing their deficits, and ἢ 


compelling them to plan ahead, the 
Council has cut waste. He believes 
that Council pressure on the Senates 
to see that professors fulfil their 
teaching obligations is already bear- 
ing fruit.

“If our higher education network is 
to fit Israel's true size, I’m notgosure 
we were right to open four medical 
schools, where it costs IL100,000 
yearly to maintain one aingle stu- 
dent.

tion in the next decade.

The suffering of 
the war injured 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
‘TEL AVIV, — Iaraelhas probably the 
world’s best rehabilitation system 
for war invalids, but the injured 
man's suffering is something which 
few can understand. 

This statement came from Yaakov 
Doron, who was blinded in the War of 
Independence and now edits a 
bulletin published by El Al. He met 
the press here last week on the occa- 
sion of the publication of his 
autobiography “To See in the Dark." 

““The war of rehabilitation is a 
much harder and ‘more protracted 
process than war itself,” said Doron, 
but the public does not realize this. 
“It is a fact that parking places 
reserved for war invalids are usually 
filled by norma} drivers,"” he noted. 
“If my book helps to bring the in- 
valid’s problem to public attention, 
ΤΙ be satisfied." 

After the Yom Kippur War, Mr. 
Doron toured hospitais in search of 
blinded men and talked to them, 
assuring them that life was 
worthwhile and could be productive 
even without sight. 


Transplanting 
muscles 


‘TOKYO. — Chinese surgeons replac- 
ed the injured muscle in a worker's 
left forearm with a muscle 
transplanted from his abdomen, 
restoring the use of the forearm, ὃ. 
Peking broadcast said last week. The 
official Hsinhua News Agency 
described the operation as “A 
breakthrough in medical science that 
would be of value to many.” 

Hsinhua said welder Li Hing-Pin's 
muscle was ruined when broken 
bones In his forearm were improper- 
ly set in June 1972. 

In a 10-hour operation on July 21, 
1978, it said, a team under Dr. Chen 
Chung- Wei at Shanghai No.6 People’s 
Hospital removed the dead muscle 
and replaced it with the adbominal 
part of the pectoralis major muscle. 

Tt said Li was kept under herbal 
aneesthesia for the operation, in which 
surgeons used a microscope and 
nylon thread one-third: the diameter 
of a hair to join blood.vessels and 
nerves. Li was discharged three 
months later and his fingers could be 
bent and extended after six months. 
Heinhua reported. 

Li returned to his job in a country 
farm machinery plant in Sinkiang in 
April 1974, and now is able to use his 
left hand to operate a diesel engine or 
lift up to five kilos. (AP)

A TALENT RUNS AMOK 


Sweet Movie (Paris, Tel Aviv) is 
the second film of the avant garde 
director, Dusan Makavejev. to come 
here. The first was the award- 
winning ‘‘WR-Mysteries of the 

ism," revolving round psy- 
choanalyst Wilhelm Reich and his 
linkage of Freud and Marx — sexual 
repression and political action. 

* Like the first film, this one is made 
in collage style. using fiction and ac- 
tuality. eroticism and violence and 
delighting in the fantastic and 
irrational. Such narrative as there is 
concerns the exploits of a “Marxist 
militant prostitute," called Captain 
Anna Planeta (Polish actress Anna 
Prucal) and of Miss World 1984 
(Carole Laure). The former fatally 
stabs her lover, a sailor from the 
battleship '‘Potemkin” (Pierre 
Clementi), as they lie together on a 
bed of sugar; the latter is drowned in 
a cascade of chocolate while making 
a TV commercial. Mr. Makavejev is 
apparently implying that while the 
Communist world covers up its dead- 
ly intentions in a sugar-coated wrap- 
ping. the capitalist world chokes its 
consumer society to death in sickly 


luxuries. 

The film's promoters describe it as 
“a vibrant cinematographic essay on 
human sensuality" and the explicit 
sex scenes are certainly the major 
element in the picture. The scene 
arousing the most shocked reaction 
(the picture has been banned in 
several countries) is one in which 
Anna Planeta, more or less nude, 
attempts to seduce a number of small 
boys and onecan only wonder how the 
children’s parents permitted them to 
take part in such a manifestation, 

Miss Laure actually brought a 
court action demanding the suppres- 
sion of two shots — one ‘exposing to 
the public without her consent.. the 
only intimate portion of her anatomy 
which remained to be exposed."* The 
viewer will be hard put to discover 
what portion that is. Makavejev., said 
the Court, ‘cannot claim that his work 
would be gravely mutilated, since... 
this film has a sufficient number of 
scabrous scenes to satisfy fully the 
most demanding.” 

Some of the sex scenes do have 
crude humour such as when Miss 
World marries Mr. Capital (John 


Vernon), a ltoud-mouthed 
millionaire, mad about personal 
clewnliness as advocated on 
American TV. But most of them are 
simply revolting. 

The director is at times wilfully 
obscure, as when, for example, 
without explanation, he shows 
documentary footage from the Katyn 
Forest which depicts the discovery of 
hundreds of bodies of Polish officers. 
secretly executed by the Soviets 
jn World War II prior to their 
“liberation’’ of Poland. This se- 
quence is shocking in its impact and 
that, I suppose, is what the director 
wanted. 

The film 15 imbued with enormous 
energy and does abound in ideas but 
after “WR" with its wit and sub- 
tleties and intellectual! stimulation, 
“Sweet Movie" is disappointing and 
indicates that Makavejev's talents 
have run amok. 

The film is a French-Canadian- 
German co-production (Makavejev 
has not been permitted to make films 
in Yugoslavia for some years) and 
the dialogue is mainly in English.

Understanding the wisdom of restraint 


FEW CONDUCTORS are able to 
resist a temptation to exploit effects 
and concentrate solely on the intrin- 
sic values of the music. One of the few 
is Igor Markevitch who, inspired by 
inner truth only, understands the 
wisdom of restraint. During the 13 


years he has been absent from the. 


LP.O.'s rostrum, his movements 
seem to have become even more 
restrained, sparse and measured, his 
tempi even slower, his dynamics 
slightly more subdued. But what 
might have been shortcomings in any 
other conductor serve him so well, 
that at his re-appearance with the 
1.P.O. (subseription concert No. 5, se- 


cond programme, Tel-Aviv, Mann 

Auditorium, Jan. 31), he achieved an 

ἐπ τα ΩΝ harmony of the highest 
ler. 


Markevitch presented two works: 
Beethoven's ‘Pastoral’ symphony 
and Mussorgsky's ‘Pictures from an 
Exhibition.” These very different 
works were both given ‘the same, 
beautiful inner balance and sense of 
form. 


THE "PICTURES" showed the same 
continuous flow and development as 
the symphony. Markevitch never 
overemphasized details fas many 


other conductors do). Some tempi 
again seemed slightly too slow, es- ~ 
pecially in pieces as ‘The Tuileries 
Gardens,'’ the ‘‘Dance of the 
Chickens" and “"The Market Square 
of Limoges."’ But, once again, by 
some intrinsic device, an inner logic 
and a magnificent sense of propor- 
tion, Markevitch achieved sur- 
prisingly beautiful results. And 
again, as inthe symphony, it was the 
climax of the finale which crowned 
the completeness and formal beauty 
of the work. Brass emerged with 
shining brilliance and the 
rhythmically extended theme 
achieved majestic breadth. 


A monotony of mood and vocal colour 


FOR HER FIRST recita] here, Swiss 
mezzo-soprano Rita Berger- 
Fioroni, chose a fairly unconven- 
tional programme, (Tel Aviv, 
Museum, February 7). After opening 
with the almost inevitable Handel 
aria, she presented Schumann's 
rarely heard Maria Stuart songs; 
Mahler's Ruckert Lieder; six songs, 
including Trois Chansons de Bilitis, 
by Debussy, and, finally, eight songs 
from a cycle by the contemporary 
Swiss composer Othmar Schoeck. 
Unfortunately, the first part of the 
recital suffered from a monotony of 
mood and vocal colour as well as a 


lack of musical feeling and imagina- 
tion, which left most of the songs 
without appeal. However the second 
part was a great improvement. Miss 
Berger-Fioroni's voice aguired a 
pleasant mellowness and revealed ari 
unexpected modulatory quality, 
which gave the Debussy songs the 
right vocal timbre and brought out 
their strong sensuality. In the 
Schoeck songs, too, the singer seem- 
ed more on her home ground. 
Although Schoeck died only In 1957 
his compositions are marked by a 
19th century romanticism and his 
songs Jean considerably on Strauss, 


even Wagner. However they are 
pleasantly inventive, providing con- 
trasts and atmosphere and Miss 
Bergen — Fioroni gave them quite a 
convincing rendition, characterizing 
moods and.content vividly and 
changing vocal colour accordingly. 

The singer's partner at the 
keyboard was Yonathan Zak and, 
though reliable as usual, not all of his 
potential seemed to surface, Un- 
doubtedly the singer's stiffness in the 
first part had a discouraging effect on 
him, but in the second half of the 
recital, his performance underwent a 
marked change, too.

Common Market bureaucrats, spot- 
ting a vacuum, acted fast.

In conclusion Justice Shamgar 
noted that at least part of the later 
deliberations of the Eoard could have 
deen avoided if the general practice 
and procedure followed by the Board 
were improved. For it would appear,

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Guatemala’s hour of need 


THE CATASTROPHE that has struck Guatemala very nearly 
defies description. The bare facts alone are dreadful enough: 
0,000 dead in the earthquakes, more than one million people 
— one fifth of the country’s entire population — homeless, 
whole cities almost completely destroyed, thousands of children 
reaming the streets in search of their parents. 

But behind the dry statistics there are the innumerable per- 
sonal tragedies of people crying of pain, hunger, and desola- 
tion. The mass graves dug for the victims have buried with 
them beauty, hope ard youth. And above all there is the great 
fear that the worst is not yet over. Since the first major 
earthquake on February 6 there have been further convulsions 
of considerable intensity, each one raising waves of panic as it 


This is not the first time that Guatemala City has been 
savaged by mother nature. Back in 1917 the city was literally 
levelled down by a quake; its predecessor as capital city, Anti- 
gua, had been an earlier victim of the subterranean struggle 
that goes on all the time in the “land of eternal spring.” 
The yalley of volcanoes in which Guatemala nestles, as it were, 
has lent an exquisite beauty to its landscape, but it has con- 
vemmed the people of the land to an uncertain, and sometimes 


melancholy comment on nature's indifference to 
human justice that most of the victims of this last series of 
earthquakes, as in all previous ones, have been the poorest 
members of society. Their cardboard houses in the slums of 
Guatemala City, and in the pueblos and villages beyond, were 
the first to crumble, burying their residents beneath the rubble. 
The rich on the other hand could survive the disaster by stay- 
ing in their modern “earthquake proof” structures. 

A special bond of friendship has always linked the people of 
Israel with the people of Guatemala. When the question of the 


right of the Jews to a homeland came up in the UN Special 
Committee on Palestine, in 1947, it was the generous and com- 
passionate words of Guatemala‘’s Garcia Granados which helped 
tip the scales in favour of a Jewish State. 

Tn recent years. and especially in the past year, we have had 
ground for complaint about Guatemala'’s stand at the UN on 
our regional problems. But political argument of any kind is 
eclipsed by Guatemala’s hour of grief. 

The Government therefore has moved promptly to help 
Guatemala by despatching foods, medical supplies, and tents 
and blankets to that stricken country by air. It is to be hoped 
that despite the difficulties in distribution, caused by the break- 
down in communications, and especially by the destruction of 
many roads, Israel's aid will bring relief to as many of the 


needy 85 possible. 


Dry Bones 
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_. Rivalry on the inter-Arab ice 


DAVAR (Histadrut) disusses the in- 
fluence of the situation in Lebanon on 
the terrorist organizations. 
“Lebanon has become a subject of 
rivalry between Syria and Iraq onthe 
issue of whether it should become 
another confrontation state. This is 
what lies behind the Iraqi president's 
warning to Damascus not to add to 
the imposed settlement in Beirut a 
Syrian guarantee for the observance 
of the Cairo agreements, which 
restrict the freedom of action of the 
terrorist organizations. This warning 
has been echoed by the spokesman 
for the confrontation front, who has 
openly come out against the ‘Imposed 
Syrian settlement.‘ " 

Noting parallel developments in 
Jordan, the paper remarks: 
“Both In Lebanon and In Jordan, the 
terrorist organizations are resisting 
all attempts to tone down their ex- 
tremism even when these attempts 
are being made by their Syrian allies. 
It may be assumed that both the PLO 
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and the confrontation front will add 
validity to their struggle through 
terrorist actions aimed at under- 
mining any tactical political moves 
by any Arab factor. This may mean 
an intensification of terrorist ac- 
tion." 

AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) says: 
“The crisis in Lebanon has not only 
caused a deterioration in relations 
between Syria and Egypt, but also 
between the Syrian and Iraqi wings of 
the Ba'th. Undoubtedly, the first 
round has ended in a strengthening of 
Syrian influence, with Sadat placed 
in a position of playing second fiddle 
both in Lebanon and as champion of 
the PLO.

ACCORDING to Health Ministry an- 
nouncements, the Health Insurance 
Bill will soon come before the 
Knesset for its tinal reading, amend- 
ed by the Public Services Committee, 
to expand the benefits specified in the 
original draft, 

Not much time is left therefore for 
discussing this important bill, intend- 
ed to provide the framework for our 
health service in the years to come. 
But it should not be enacted without 
giving the public an opportunity to 
appraise its major provisions. 

This is the more necessary as the 
first reading of this Bill took place 
more than two years ago — before the 
Yom Kippur War — and the vote was 
carried out in haste before the House 
dispersed. 

Moreover, the birth of the Bill was 
accompanied by a clash of views 
between the health-politicians and 
the health-professionals. The former 
insisted on perpetuating the mul- 
tiplicity of sick funds, the latter 
opted for a unified national fund but 
were overruled. It was opposition to 
this operative clause of the Bill which 
largely induced the late Dr. R. Gjebin 
to resign from his post as Director- 
General of the Health Ministry, 
though to no avail. ἢ 

This difference of opinion must be 
seen against the background of 
world-wide crisis of medical care. 
Paradoxically this crisis does not 
result from any shortcomings of 
medicine as an art of healing. Quite to 
the contrary: never has medicine ex- 
perienced such a rapid advance as in 
the past few decades. 

But this development was over- 
taken by a rise in expectations. That 
grew out of three factors: the high 
cost of modern medical technology; 
the steady aging of population in ad- 
vanced countries (itself largely a 
result of better medical care); and 
the spread of health insurance, 
leading to the expectation that the 
doctor should keep one healthy free of 
charge. 


THE RESULT has been a rapid rise 
in the cost of health services not only 
in absolute terms, but also In com- 
parison to the Gross National 
Product. Between 1960 and 1969 this 
ratio increased annually by five per 
cent in Britain, six per cent in 
France, and nine per cent in Sweden 
and the U.S. Today even the rich U.S. 
finds itself forced to curb any further 
advance in spiralling health expen- 
diture. 

In Italy the hospital system has 
reached a stage of disintegration for

Passage of a health insurance bill that perpetuates a multiplicity of 
sick funds will lead to waste and extravagance, writes H. S. Halevi.

Jack of funds. Even in Britain, which 
pioneered a National Health Service 
(in 1948), long considered a madel of 
efficient operation, a serious crisis 
has developed in this area. 

In April, 1974 a radical reorganisa- 
tion of the British NHS was carried 
out, with no marked improvement. 
The main obstacle is sald to be a 
growing bureaucracy, brought-on by 
the introduction of three tlers of 
management. This point ought to be 
kept in mind by Israel. 

Unfortunately, the Health In- 
surance Bill ix far from explicit in 
this crucial respect. Experience in 
many countries shows that once 
general health insurance is ἐπ- 
troduced, people tend to increase 
utilization of the services covered by 
that insurance — to consult doctors 
more frequently and to ask for more 
drugs as compensation for fees paid 
in advance. : 

To check that trend, payment of a 
fee at each examination or for each 
drug has been found very effective. 
The draft Bill leaves open the 
possibility of imposing such fees, 
though it does not expressly call for 
them. But little can be hoped from 
this provision if one is to judge from 
the protracted ‘‘negotiations’’ 
between Kupat Holim and -the 
Histadrut over the introduction of a 
50 agorat fee for each prescription. 


THE HEALTH service envisaged in 
the Bill is likely to encourage waste 
and extravagance, because the sick 
funds will be competing with each 
other. Each wil! seek to attract new 
members at the expense of the 
others: they will be generous in 
Pledging services and amenities, 
without caring whether they can af- 
ford it — as hag indeed been the case 
hitherto. 

Supporters of this system argue 
that all the sick funds will be ex- 
pected to offer the same “package” 


of medical services. If that is the 
case, why maintain more than one 


fund? Why not establish one national - 


sick fund, as another branch of the 
National Insurance Institute orasan 
independent government-sponsored 
corporation? 

Obviously with one fund we should 
have less bureaucracy, reduced ad- 
ministrative expenses and easier and 
faster lines of communication 
between various departments. 

The draft bill does uot encourage 
persimony in medicine. To be sure, 
all sick funds will have to submit 


“their budgets for approval by three 


Ministera — of Health, Labour, and 
Finance. 

That, however, can hardly be ex- 
pected to work as an effective curb, 
because the Ministers will have no 
direct contact with the day-to-day 
operation of the services concerned, 
and will be in no position to scrutinize 
the estimatea. 

Either approval will be given more 
or less automatically or there will 
have tobe complete duplication of the 
process of budgeting and analyzing 
all figures and items. In this case, ex- 
perience to date {s not encouraging, 
to say the least. 

The Bill also includes a clause — 
which states that any decision taken 
by the Sealth Insurance ‘“Board": 
will be binding on all sick funds, 
hospitals, and other medical in- 
stitutions. The Board will thus be 
able to decide on improvements and 
increases in benefits and services, 
and its decision will be final. Only 
decisions dealing with managerial 
standards and tariffs will require ap- 
proval by the above Ministers. 

However, the Board is not expected 
to be concerned with finances. The 
clause which enumerates its func- 
tions does not even mention the word 
“budget."" At least half the Board 
members will be representatives of 
the sick funds, who can hardly be ex-

THE SCENE will thus be set for a 
development against which a recent 
British Medical Journal soberly 
warns: ‘Health care is a matter of 
personal ities as well as 
rights. The National Health Ser- 
vice... cannot succeed by being a 
beneficent provider to passive 
recipients.” 

This prospect must be taken the 
more seriously in view of our ex- 
perience until now. Israelis who com- 
plain about our health service dre 
perhaps not aware of their own share 
in its deficiencies. A Swede visits a 
doctor on the average of three to four 
times a year. The Englishman and 
American five to six times; the 
Israeli— 12 to 14 times. The average 
number of medical prescriptions a 
person gets in this country is two a 
month, more than double the figure in 
‘Western countries. 

The number of hospitalization days 
supplied per person in Israet (except 
for special hospitals) is about the
